commerce act does not remove the 
power of states to regulate the health 
and comfort of workmen and that it 
does not supersede regulations of the 
state cab curtain law. Judge E. Ray 
Stevens . In Dane-co Superior 
court 


Wednesday held the Wisconsin cab- 
curtain statute constitutional. 


The Decision was rendered in the 


case, "of the state railroad commission 
against the Chicago and Northwestern 
Chicago. Milwaukee and St. Paul, Soo 
and "Omaha railroads. 
The suit was 


brought to set aside an order of the 
state commission which established 
regulations underline cab curtain law 
passed by the last legislature. It is 
considered of paramount interest in 
the state. 


The main contention of the carriers 


was that the ' cab law is superseded 
by the interstate commerce act and 
that the act therefore is unconstitu- 
tional. Judge Stevens ruled that al- 
though congress gave the interstate 
commission power to regulate safety 
under the boiler inspection act. it did 
not reserve to the Interstate body 
regulation of measures for promotion 
of health, comfort and 
welfare of 


workers. 
He held this duty to be a 


part of the general 
ponce .powers 


which the state may regulate. 


Judge Stevens' ruling Is considered 


a victory for labor unions of the state 
which sought enactment of the cab, 
law during the last session and sup- 
ported Its constitutionality in court 
proceedings. The cab curtain proposi- 
tion has been in controversy in Wis- 
consin for a number of years. 


The court concludes that the act 


here in question is not a regulation 
of interstate commerce but simply a 
"local aid or Instrumentality that only 
Incidentally affects commerce among 
the states" the opinion stated.

WHAT WILL WE DO? 


The assembly of tho League of Nations 


has decided to recommend a convocation 
of an international conference on reduc- 
tion of armaments in Geneva on June 15, 
1925. 
The United States and all other 


countries not now members of the League 
of Nations, which for practical purposes 
include Germany and "Russia, wul be in- 
vited to participate in the conference. 
The assembly is now engaged in prepar- 
ing the agenda for the meeting and if the 
proposal is ratified, as the twelve leading 
members of the League expect it to be, 
the conference will be assured. 


The question immediately presents it- 


self as to what may be the attitude of the 
United States toward such a gathering. 
The action forestalls the isstmnce of a 
similar call by this country, which accord- 
ing to reports has been under the advise- 
ment of the president and the state de- 
partment for some time. Either we shall 
have to render our support to the League 
movement or withhold altogether cooper- 
ation to reduce armaments. 
The invi- 


tation will put it upNsquarely to our gov- 
ernment whether it elects to engage in a 
practical step toward lessening the bur- 
dens of military establishments and toward 
promoting peace, or whether it will stand 
on its phantom fear of being contaminated 
by contact with this flourishing organiza- 
tion. 
"Will we have "unofficial observ- 


ers" at the conference, will we rebuff the 
other nations by turning down the invita- 
tion completely, or will we act like a na- 
tion of he-men and render our assistance 
to this eminently worthy project? 


The League of Nations, which during 


the life of the late esteemed Mr. Harding 
was "dead and buried." continually rises 
up to disturb our equanimity and to falsi- 
fy the assumptions of that period. 
The 


League was never more alive than it is 
today, nor was it ever so alert to the prob- 
lems of peace and international under- 
standing. Great Britain and France are 
giving their full support, and are count- 
ing upon it more than any other one thing 
to guarantee amicable international rela- 
tions in the future and to head off war. 
•fre are compelled to acknowledge the 
League, whether or not we persist in our 
aloofness or in our political efforts to dis- 
credit it. If we expect to unite with the 
rest of the world in a peace movement 
the time is now at hand when we will have 
to elect to work with the League of Na- 
tions or abandon our high pretenses.

A soft boiled egg, as I under- 
stand it. Is dropped into a pint of boiling water and 
the vessel immediately taken off the lire and al- 
lowed to stand eight to 10 minutes before the egg 
is removed from the water. If an egg be cooked 
too long tho albumen is converted into a leathery 
substance which la difficult or impossible for man 
to digest. 
Eggs poached, coddled, boiled, fried, scrambled 


or in omelets are about equally digestible and nu- 
ritlous—it Is a matter of individual preference how 
an egg should be cooked. An egg may be shirred. 
Jickled. even deviled but it shouldn't be damned be- 
ause it happens to be hard boiled.

Some Light On 


Indian Scalping 


In Olden Days 


BY ALANSON SKDiNElt 
It Trill probably surprise many read- 


ers of Adventure to learn that th* 
custom of Bcalplnjf WM not found 
uifiveraaJly ambng tho Indians «f 
North America. It was not found on 
tho northwest coaet. nor In New Eng- 
land or along the Alantio coast to a 
great extent, and recent studies 
by tho German utront Frederic! 
go to show that In the earliest 
times 
it 
was confined 
to 
the 


limited area In Eastern North Amer- 
ica occupied by the peoples of the 
Iroquolan and Muekhogean stocks; 
that la. tho Five Nations, the Hur- 
on-Wyandot, the 
Cherokee. Greek, 


Choctaw. Chlckaww, on^ Somlnole 
tribes. Tho spread1 westward of tho 
custom was largely due to encourage- 
ment duo to scalp bounties offered 
by tho Colonial and even later govern- 
ments. 


While scalping mey not hare been 


known to the New England tribes. 
there is stronjr evidence that the Nar- 
ragansetU and perhaps others were 
at one time hoadhuntera. 


Roger Williams, -vrrltlnj of this 


tribo In 1643 says: 
"Tlmequassin: To cut 
off or be- 


head—-which they are most skilful to 
doe In fight: For 
whenever 
they 


wound, and their arrow sticks In the 
body of their enemle. they (If they 
be valorous, and possibly may) follow 
their arrow, and falling upon the per- 
son wounded and tearing his head a 
little aside by his Locke, they In 
•ho twinckltng of an eye fetch off his 
head thaugh but with a sorry knife. 


Scalping was occasionally perform- 


ed as an act of torture, but was com- 
monly merely the taking of the whole 
or a portion of the hair and skin of 
an enemy*s head as trophy to show- 
that the possessor had slain a foe- 
man. It was only necessary to take 
the little portion of tho crown where 
tho hair radiates, the "cowlick." This 
part was demanded, because there Is 
only one such place on any given 
head, and therefor cheating was elim- 
inated. The 
Central tribes, 
from 


whom I have personally obtained 
many scalps, generally took a piece 
no larger than a dime, or on rare 
occasions, a half-dollar. I have seen 
some unusaul 
examples, however, 


where more was taken.

VERY now and then the death of e. very rici 


man unknown in life to the public is writ- 
ten into the news. 


Passing of the wealthy one provokes but little 


comment. 


His obituary is read through only by a few, 


r.hose curiosity is momentarily whetted by the size 
of the decedent's eight-figured estate. 


They read the notice and then say:" 
"How strange! Here dies a man leaving $15,000.- 


COO. And we never even heard of him before!" 


It Is a faint tribute paid not to the dead man 


but the millions he has left behind. 


But why such apathy over wealth in a nation 


said to be money-crazed? 


On the face of it the thing seems paradoxical. 
But is it when you stop to consider the number 


of millionaires In the United States? 


50,000 MILLIONAIRES 


Their ranks as revealed by federal Income re- 


ports jumped from. 2,S4S in 1S14 to somewhere 
near 50.000 persons who last year reported incomes 
of $50,000 or more, indicating an average capital 
in each case of $1,000,000. 


This approximation is based on the government 


estimate that Incomes exclusive of salaries range 
from 1C to 20 per cent on capital. 


Economists, however, believe the total number 


of millionaires disclosed through such 
official 


sources is far from being consistent with our in- 
creased national wealth. 


These gentlemen are of the opinion that tax-free 


securities ere hiding many more behind their 
coupon skirts. 


So should there be any cause for wonder when 


the public refuses to be staggered by the hold- 
ings of any one man reaching up to anything less 
than $10.000,000? 


To overwhelm his neighbors a man has to amass 


at least an eight-figure bank account. 


But woe to the lot of any man who Is so un- 


fortunate as to possess a mere million. 


No necks crane to catch, him on parade. He 


achieves no notor.ety simply because of his relative 
opulence. 


NO LONGER THRILLED 


One eastern financier of facetious disposition, 


in bemoaning the decadence of seven-figured 
hordes in the popular estimation, put it this way 
•while addressing a smart gathering down in New- 
port: 


"The public is becoming immunized against envy 


of mere middle-sized wealth. Tou can attribute 
the change to the disproportionate fortunes made 
during the war." 


This chance remark Jibes with a similar line 


of thought iaid down by sociologists now wonder- 
ing whether e shift in the national estimation of 
Vihat really constitutes great riches will affect 
eventuaily o-.ir standards of living by distorting 
the money vel-j* perspective of the masses.

British land-holders, who count their fortunes Into 
nine and ten figures on paper but often are called 
upon by their bankers to meet overdrafts upon 
their accounts. 


In the "lesser" constellations of wealth come 


names linked to mere competencies of $30.000,000 
to $100,000.000 and intermediate sums. 


To this group has been nominated Harry Sin- 


clair of recent Teapot Dome scandal fame with a 
paltry $75.000,000. 


Vincent Astor, too, gains position as one of the 


"poor" rich, .if Astor is regarded as an individual 
and" not as'2 family representative. 


The du-Pont fortune of $50.000,000 is said to be 


rvenly balanced between Pierre and T. Colemun 
du Pont.

Then come the Gpelets, headed by Robert and 


Walton Goelet with $75,000,000 in Manhattan real 
estate. 


Another $50,000.000 giotip includes the Whitney-

left by William L. Harkness and $10,000.000 by 
II. S. Ilarkness.

disappointed the public when they died by tho 
smallness of estates as compared with lifetime esti- 
mates o£ riches. 


Today for evidences of great wealth the investi- 


gator may turn to any state. 


In California Henry Miller, the cattle king, is 


piling many more dollars on lop his fortune now 
estimated at $40,000.000. 


Louisiana has its sugar kings, made almost over 


night, who can write checks for $10.000,000. 


"FRENCH FORD" 


Franco lutns up Schneider of the Crcusot firm 


as worth $25,000.000, and Andre Citreon. tho 
French Ford, is said to possess an already sizable 
fortune of $15,000,000. 


Once you have dropped below the $10.000.000 


scale the difficulties of classification on an inter- 
national basis become enormous. 


In New York city alone there arc today somo 


5000 millionaires with funds ranging from a lono 
$1.000.000 up into the grander eight and nine- 
figured combinations.

ROESUS, who ruled Lydia from 


560 to 546 B. C. as the last 
king of the Mermnad dynasty,

alliances and compacts with the 
Greek states which frequently sup- 
plemented his army with their fleets. 


Croesus, in return for great victory

ing. 


He was born penniless on a little 


farm near Sheakleyville, Pa. 


While Johnny was a boy this farm 


yielded the family scarcely 
more 


than a bare living. 


But one day oil was found on it. 
Thousands of dollars started roll- 


ing in on Johnny as sole heir. 


lie took the gold and launched a 


spending tour that has never since 
been equaled. 


In six months he squandered be- 


tween $3,000,000 and $5,000.000. 


The money was paid out in the 


form of $10 shaves, $5 shines and 
other extravagances. 


He lighted $1 cigars with $50 bills. 
Johnny was a youth of not really 


imposing address despite the mag- 
nificence of his ways. 
He entered 


the Continental Hotel in Philadel- 
phia and, as was his custom, asked 
to see the proprietor. 


The clerk remarked that the pro- 


prietor was busy. 


This infuriated Johnny. 
Johnny leased the property.

The next thing Johnny did was to 


post a sign in front of tho hotel an- 
nouncing that everything was free.

rant, to discover if there was a thrill 
in the world for him like the thrill 
that the ice man seemed to e\peil 
ence so easily. 
He is much like "The Beloved Vag- 


abond" In his trust that the world 
will treat htm courteously and kindly 
And strangely enough, his blind faith 
is rewarded. 
The landlay gives him 


her money so that he can bet it on 
Ptolemy, the horse he chose eageily. 
because the name took him back into 
familiar patlis of thought. The bui.ch 
of gamblers took 
his hunch on the 


horse as a real tip. because of his gog- 
gle-eyed seriousness and faith in hi<: 
Ptolemy. 
Mary gave inm lunch be. 


cause he looked hungry and gave him 
a sovereign to bet for her. feeling 
sure he would bring back the change 
And even the tough old croupier, rak- 
ing the gambling stakes, was sur- 
prised at himself because he played 
fair with the Professor. 


The other characters are skillfully 


•worked into the pattern of the Pro- 
fessor's life, and we are able to see 
them,, 
happily enough, through the 


rose colored spectacles that the Pro- 
fessor never fails to wear. The gam- 
blers 
are very 
like the "Soldiers 


Three." of Kipling as they stand out- 
side the race track. Theiis is a life 
of chaffing, rough humor and kindly 
hearted treatment of the people that 
"play them square." We arc rather 
glad that they didn't cheat the profes- 
sor. 
"We like the fellows. 


•' Mary, the girl the astronomer meets 
casually at the races, is a strange 
mixture of cocotte and woman. 
Mr. 


Thornton does with us what he wills, 
in our feeling about Mary, because we 
love her with the professor, and stil! 
as we close the book, the girl has be- 
come what the author subtley proves, 
the wrong note in the symphony: the 
person who couldn't 
possibly make 


the astronomer happy, because she 
spells Xeptune with two p's! 


There is gra\e humor and an al- 


most pathetic strain running through 
the story, and the most appealing part 
of the novel is the way 
the world 


opens up for the professor, who has 
been buried in books all his life, and 
figuratively, and 
hteially speaking, 


shakes the dust from his coat tails, 
and wipes his spectacles so that he 
may see what he has missed so long. 
And we watch astronomy evolve into 
poetry. 
The astronomer says, 


"Poets understood the heavens bet- 


ter than the astronomers. They had 
longer telescopes 
and could see the 


whole rather than the fragments " 


There is a charming naivete about 


the way Mary and 
the astronomer 


discover that 
a stile is a romantic 


place. 
The author says 
that "The 


white sweet peace of eventide singed 
about them, and caught them up in 
its melody." 


The astronomer has only a brief 


idyll out i» the freedom of the world. 
He Is not so constituted that he o 
easily shake off the traces and loves 
of a scholar. So he lo<=es lury. who 
has given him just a minute of every 
day romance, all wrapped up in the 
glamor of the strange and the new 
And all the 
astronomer 
ever sayi 


about his loss i«= his answer to hi"! sis- 
ter:"She has made a great sacrifice. Ed 
ward." said Miss Joslin. 
"Yes." ?aid the 
astronomer as he 


reached for his book of the stars.

PARASITE 


Sometimes all of a writer's books 


are in effect one book, all '.us stories 
a single story, all his fictional idea"* 
a single Idea! All that such a writer 
adds to the literature of his country 
can sometimes l>e lx>ile<i down to a 
smsrie passionate feeling about some- 
thing that to him is a burning sub- 
ject. 
writer Is Robert Herrtck. 
Such a 
broadly speaking. A statement hk» 
this is likelv t« do the subject.of it 
an injustice if not Rieatly qualified, 
because it gives the suggestion that 
Heuick.is much 
inoie limited 
in 


scope than h« leally i«. He i« in fact 
a writer of first class importance, 
who has thought deeply and pis«=ion- 
ately on human life, who is at home 
in many kinds of society, who knows 
men and women and \vho«e intellec 
tual <=cope 1= wide. 


But underlying most of hi" preoc 


cupation with human life as bodied 
forth in fiction i« the idea that there 
has developed in America a parasite 
woman who refuses to pay her way. 
who doe-5 not give anything in return 
for valu» leceived. w'io sucks the 
life-blood out of those w'.io are her 
victims, who enjoys what others gam 
for her in sweat and blood but who 
lefuses t(. contribute anything her- 
self to society. 


NOT A BAD WOMAN 


Mr. H~rriok in the various novels 


treating this- subject (and almost all 
of his novels touch upon the t'.ieme) 
Is not referring to "light women." to 
"bad women." to prostitutes, to the 
woman that the woild condemns. In 
more than one case he has painted 
an avowed prostitute as a woman of 
honor in comparison with the para- 
sites whom he loves to picture. The 
woman who forms th° subject of Her- 
rick's scorn is usually or at least of- 
ten respectable. She schemes to get 
through life without giving anything 
to life in return.' Whenever possible 
she attaches herself to a rich man. 
or failing in this she gets hold of a 
man of great possibilities and uses 
him for her own selfi<=h ends. Instead 
of looking upon mninage as a part 
neiship she looks upon it as a one- 
sided affair. Her husband may be a 
man of genius who has great capabili 
ties but s'ie uses his genius to supply 
her with the luxuries she desires with 
no thought of his own individuality.

Pest To Every 


House Keeper 


• That most despised enemy of the 
housewife, the moth, has been tha 
subject of a 
searching 
inquiry by 


European scientists in the hope of dis- 
covering the most effectual means of 
exterminating the pest. The direct 
results have been anything but satis 
factory from the point of view of the 
average householder, for the investi- 
gators wre driven to the conclusion 
that the only certain way of circum- 
venting the destructive activities of 
the Insect is to impregnate all wool 
en fabrics with a solution that is fatal 
to moths. Until such labrics are gen- 
eially obtainable they can only rec- 
ommend the 
time-tiicd methods of 


careful inspection, thorough beating 
and airing, and insect-proof storage 
But some of the information they ac- 
quired from a study of the moth's 
habits is interesting. 


The moths we see. for Instance, are 


seldom harmful. They are male moths 
con esponding to the drones among 
the bees, for they toil not. neither do 
they spin hole sin fine ramment. To 
the moth hunters they -ire useful on 
ly to the extent of indicating the prob- 
able presence of the female near by. 
-he ladv moth is a tiny thing of re- 
tiring disposition but incredible in 
dustry. It feeds constantly so as to 
provide sustenance for its innumera- 
ble young and if you can find its care 
fully hidden nest or cocoon, destroy 
it with the assurance that you have 
saved several times the hungry crea- 
tures weight in woolen materials.—

volcano. 


Science, in the person of Roy Finch, 


temporarily in charge of tho volcano 
observatory jit Kilauea, advances the 
theory that tons of rock, avalanched 
down from the sides o* tho crater, have 
choked thVvent through which Mother 
Nature usually eases the pressure on 
the earth by pouring forth surplus lava 
nto the great pit, lalsing the lava lake 
n the crater and withdrawing the fiery 
substance from the crater when pres- 
;ure 
has been more than relieved. 


The lava underneath tho surface, un- 
able to find Its way into tho open, 
gene'rates "gas" which blasts its path out 
of the vent, earring with It tons of 
rocks and dust. The explosions and 
earthquakes shake down further av- 
alanches from the crater sides which 
again may block the vent, in an un- 
ending circle, according to the theory.

Pele. they said, would surely 
rise In her wiath. make the earth 
tremble and cast forth the seething 
lava of her lake, as she did in 1790 
when the army cf the high chief Keoua I 
was annihilated. But nothing hap- 
pened. 


Kapiolani had won a great moral 


victory, but today the Hawalians shake 
their heads, some of them saying that 
Pele merely waited 100 years to open 
her campaign of vengeance.
